The  descriptions  of  these  coins,  being 
translated  from  the  slips  accompanying  each 
piece,  or  from  the  catalogues  of  Rollin  of 
Paris  and  others,  are  fair;  but  the  careless 
translations,  the  reckless  transcriptions  of  le- 
gends, and  the  miserable  revision  of  proof 
sheets  have  utterly  spoiled  the  book  as  a 
work  of  reference.  A counterfeit  coin  of 
Syracuse  fills  the  frontispiece;  the  preface 
has  a cheap  catchpenny  savor,  and  the  scale 
of  measurement  adopted  is  apparently  that 
of  Mionnet,  never  used  in  the  U.  S.  and  now 
entirely  obsolete.  A very  e.xcellent  feature 
of  the  work,  however,  is  the  omission  of  all 
the  old  cheap  coin  cuts.  Take  it  all  in  all 
this  catalogue  forcibly  illustrates  the  folly  of 
j entrusting  the  making  of  coin  catalogues  to 
individuals  who  possess  neither  training  for 
the  work  nor  abilities  sufficient  to  overcome 
the  difficulties  of  the  task.
